The origin of cormorant fishing In|
| Japan Is lost In a very remote nntiqu!-l
ty. At Jeast a thousand yvears age It

Is known to have flourished, and there,
B a traditlon of Its existence upwanrd
of 2000 years ago. Much ramance and
history are connected with the fishery
in the early days, and the names of
some of Japan's greatest warrlors and
statesmen are assoclated with it. While |
a commercial enterprise, it does not,
however, give employment to many
people and 1s not conducted In many |
places. 1t is contined to rivers, and
the most extensive, Interesting and fa
mous fishery is that in the Nagara riv.
er, and the most noted of the cormo-
rant fishing villages s In the outskirts
of the large city of Gifu.

At the time of wy visit the chief cor
morant fisherman, whose ancestors for
many generations had engaged In this
fishery In the same locality, attired
himself In the pecullar dress of the
profession for the purpose of exhibit
ing his birds and the methods of han-
dling them. Later be and all the other
fishermen on the river went to a ren.
dezvous and gave a practical demon-
stration of cormorant fishing.

the middle of the back. The cord s
made of woody fibers of the cryptome-
rla tree, with the exception of a short
sectlon next to the bird, which con-
sists of whalebone, There Is a supple-
mental cord tled around the nech at
the lower cnd of the gullet for the par-
pose of preventing the fsh from pass-
ing so far that they cannot be recov-
ered. The tying of this cord Is a dell-
eate operation, for If o tight It may
injure the bird, and If too loose it will
allow the fish to be swallowed.

The fishery Is conducted from boats
which are of a special type, belng long.
parrow dugouts, propelled primarily
by paddies, but when en route to the
fishing grounds often provided with a
sall. Each boat has a crew of four
men and a complement of vixtesn cor-
morgnts, Late In the afterncon the
boats etart for a place In the river
where fishing will begin, the cormo-
rants belug stowed away In pairs I
bamboo baskets. The fishing grounds
cover many miles, and operations are
confined to succesalve sections of the
river nightly, in accordance with law.

As soon as darkness prevalls a blas-
Ing fire of plne wood Is kindled in the
fron basket overhanging the bow of the
boat, and the boats drift downstream
together, sometimes In & mixed group,
in a line extending across
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rants’ begin to bulge with ayu,
When they are well illed the birds are
pulled up to the gunwales one by one,
and their eatch |s gently squeezed Into
baskets. This continues for several
hours, and each cormorant may fill its
gullet fifteen to twenty tlmes,
Bpectators usually go to the fishing
grounds In a kind of barge, lllnminated
by lanterna, and eat their dinner on
board while walting at a convenlent
point for the fishing boats to arrive
During the evening when 1 witnessed
the fishery the seven boats In whose
operations I was partienlarly Interest.
